During-  the  whole  year  .A.R.P.  work  has  occupied  a  consider¬ 
able  portion  of  the  time  of  the  staff,  and  there  has  been  much 
interference  with  the  normal  activities  of  the  department. 

In  SLihmittinq"  this  report  I  take  the  opportunity  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Council  in  general,  and  particularlv  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  encouratjement. 

I  also  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  ^•'ood  work  done 
by  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

Ollier  a  fully  e(|ui|i|)ed  laboratory  in  charge  of  a  tiualifu'd  eheinisl 
and  l)acteriolor;ist. 

\o  ehanec  has  otherwise  takem  |)la('e  in  the  arrangements  for 
the  examination  of  eliniral  material,  milk,  etc. 

78  sjrei'imens  (jf  sputa  were  examined  by  the  Staff  of  the 
Count\-  ruberculosis  Officer,  and  of  these  In,  or  Itl  per  cent., 
were  positive. 

UK)  swabs  from  suspected  Diphtheria  cases  were  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  13  of  which  were 
positive.  Five  other  specimens  w^ere  exaimined  and  all  were 
necfative. 

(3)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Three  motor  ambulances  are  now  maintained  by  the  Local 
Authoritw  They  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Fire  Brigade 
Superintendent  and  are  housed  at  the  Fire  Station.  4,()t24  calls 
were  received  during-  the  year,  including  134  accident  cases  and 
135  for  patients  admitted  to,  or  discharged  from,  the  Bealey 
Maternity  Home. 

Tile  Burv  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  provided 
two  motor  ambulances  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases.  The 
ambulances  are  kept  at  the  Florence  Ni^htint^ale  Hospital. 

(4)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(i)  The  Radcliffe  and  District  Sick  Nursing  .Association  pro¬ 
vides  trained  nursing-  in  the  home. 

Two  nurses,  who  are  enct'as^ed  by  the  .Association,  attend 
patients  on  the  request  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  attend¬ 
ance. 

'280  new  cases  were  admitted  on  the  books,  9,482  visits  were 
paid  by  the  nurses  durin”-  the  year. 

(ii)  The  Ainsworth  and  Harwood  District  Nursiiii^'  .Associa¬ 
tion  maintains  a  Queen’s  Nurse  for  the  northern  portion  ol  the 
district,  and,  in  addition  to  ordinary  nursinqy  she  attends  mid¬ 
wifery  cases  in  this  area. 
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In  the  nurse  paid  2,07'i  visits,  and  has  nursed  102  eases: 

4(S  medical,  On  surgical,  2  maternity,  and  17  midwifery. 

Iiotli  .Associations  are  carried  on  bv  voluntary  subscriptions, 
and  the  Local  .Authority  makes  a  contribution  to  each  annually. 


(5)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

d  he  School  Clinic  is  used  as  a  h'irst  -Aid  Post  and  the  Ante- 
Xatal  .ind  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Close  Park  as  a  First  Aid  Party 
Depot.  At  the  bejitinnini^-  of  the  war  there  was  much  interfer- 
eiK'e  with  the  ordinary  functions  of  the  Clinics,  l)ut  after  a 
short  time  arraiiifements  were  made  so  that  the  normal  work 
could  be  carried  on,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  attendances  at 
both  Centres  were  up  to  the  averac;e  of  previous  years. 

I  attain  welcome  this  opportunity  of  thanking'  the  ladies  of  the 
\'oluntary  Committees  at  RadclifVe  and  Ainsworth — anti  es]jecially 
.Mrs.  Makin,  Mrs.  Metcalfe,  .Mrs.  Pearson,  and  Mrs.  Burg'oyne — 
for  the  useful  work  they  do  for  mothers  and  babies  in  the  town, 
and  for  the  valuable  assistance  given  to  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  myself.

d'he  arranifements  are  as  described  in  previous  reports.  \'er\- 
useful  work  is  beiii”  carried  out  at  the  Dental  Clinic  for 
Expectant  and  Nursine;'  Mothers.  During-  the  year  ()7  new  patients 
were  treated  and  the  total  attendance  was  133. 

Dr.  Fletcher  Sha\y  examined  37  patients  in  1039,  including- 
three  visits  to  RadclilTe.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were 
admitted,  on  account  of  abnormalities,  to  St.  Mary’s  for  their  con¬ 
finement. 


(8)  Health  Visitors. 

Two  of  the  Health  \’isitors  left  to  join  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  staff,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  one  had  been 
replaced.  Home  visitin'^  was  necessarily  much  curtailed,  and 
althoutt'h  the  rfreat  majority  of  mothers  attend,  with  their  babies, 
at  the  Welfare  Centres,  this  cannot  take  the  place  of  personal 
contact  with  the  mother  in  her  own  home.

Bye-l:iw,  under  Section  11)4  (1)  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
l!)d(),  for  re^ulatin;^'  the  emission  of  smoke  came  into  force  on 
1st  January,  H)4<).  'I'he  time  limit  now  allowed  for  the  emission 
of  black  smoke  is  not  more  than  three  minutes  in  anv  period  of 
thirty  minutes. 

.Most  of  the  d()  inspections  taken  during  the  year  were  in 
connection  with  specific  complaints,  as  owin^  to  the  pressure  of 
other  and  more  uri^ent  matters  it  was  not  possible  to  find  time  for 
rcLfular  and  systematic  inspections. 

(18)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

'2  Council  and  27  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bu^s  and  were  suitably  dealt  with. 

The  preparations  used  were  Zaldecide  and  Furmex.  All  the 
work  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
scabies  seen  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  it  is  certain  that  many  adults 
are  also  affected. 

I  have  on  several  occasions  urtfed  that  a  central  disiniectinif 
station,  where  siu  h  persons  could  be  dealt  with,  should  be  erected. 

.Adequate  treatment  cannot  be  ^iven  unless  the  beddinq-  and 
clothiniq'  are  disinfected  at  the  same  time,  and  I  am  afraid  that, 
in  the  near  future,  the  control  of  the  spread  of  infection  may  prove 
a  very  dilficult  problem. 


D.— HOUSING. 

08  new  houses  were  completed  bv  the  Local  Authority  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  addition  .Tf  were  erected  bv  private  enterprise. 

48  houses  in  .Mill  Street,  Tow'er  Street,  Knowsley  Road,  and 
Well  Street  were  scheduled  for  clearance  and  demolition  under  the 
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Mousing  Acts.  An  tMi(|uii\'  was  lu’ld  on  Marcli  -ilsl,  and  in  cac'li 
case  tln'  oi'dcr  was  conliinu'd.  Owin^  to  the  wai'  rnrlhcr  action 
was  snspc'iidcd  and  none  ol'  the  houses  ha\'e  l)een  demolished. 

.\o  proe;i'ess  has  lieen  made  dminm  the  year  with  re,e;ard  to 
tlie  ahatement  ol  o\'erero\\ dinp ,  and  thei'e  are  still  dll  families 
li\  in!..;'  in  overcrowded  houses  eom|-)ai'ed  with  d!)  at  the  end  of  IDdK. 

'Phis  is  a  matter  which  should  reeei\'e  attention,  and  although 
lewt'r  C'ouiK'il  houses  ai'e  now  available  lor  lettinp",  the  problem 
I'ould  he  partly  solvial  if  a  certain  proportion  of  the  houses  hec'om- 
inif  vacant  were  earmai'ked  for  this  class  of  tenant.

Report  of  Tubercui.o.sis  Officer  for  the  Year  1939. 

Durini;-  the  year  193t),  24  notifications  of  patients  suffering 
from  tulierculosis  were  received.  Of  these,  15  were  notifieii  as 
sufierin^'  from  tuben'ulosis  of  the  luntfs  and  9  Irom  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 
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Of  tlu‘  1.")  iiulmonnrv  cases,  10  were  found  to  have  Uil)cr('lc 
bacilli  in  the  sputum,  '2  had  net^ative  sputum,  2  had  no  s|)utum, 
and  in  one  case  the  s|)utum  was  not  examined. 


I'he  nine  non-pulmonar\’  cases  are  classified  as  follows: —

21  of  the  cases  applied  for  treatment.  C)f  these  8  were  sent 
to  Sanatoria,  2  to  I’ulmonary  Hospital,  4  to  (leneral  Hospital, 
and  2  to  Orthopa'dic  Hospital.  The  remaining  5  cases  were  under 
dispensary  supervision  only. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  eases,  a  number  of  patients  are 
sent  to  the  Dispensary  for  diartnosis.  Durini^'-  the  year  42  new 
cases  were  sent  for  diagnosis  by  the  doctors,  School  Medical 
Officers,  etc. 


4'he  number  of  re-attendances  of  old  patients  at  the  Dispensary 
for  supervision  and  arrangements  for  treatment  was  242. 

.Special  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  health  of  other  inmates 
of  the  house  where  there  are  patients  suffering'  from  definite  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  2d  of  these  contacts  were  examined  durinq-  the  year. 

In  supervision  and  visitins.;-,  special  attention  is  paid  to  the 
open  cases,  i.e.,  cases  where  tubercle  bacilli  are  present  or  have 
been  found  in  the  sputum.  On  the  1st  January,  1989,  there  were 
40  such  cases  known  to  be  livinq-  in  the  district.  On  the  81st 
December,  1939,  there  were  44  positive  cases  living'.  These 
fi.qures  include  quiescent  and  arrested  cases. 


8  of  the  positive  cases  died  diirint^'  the  year. 

2  positive  cases  removed  from  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  condition  as  to  isolation  of  the  positive  cases  was  as

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25  of  the  positive  eases  were  in  institution  for  treatment  and 
isolation  at  some  time  durinj^^  the  year. 

'Die  number  of  positive  eases  livinj^'  at  31st  December,  1030, 
who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum  during-  1939,  was  lb.  The 
other  28  had  either  negative  or  no  sputum. 

Of  the  lb  eases  who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum  during- 
1939,  9  had  sejiaratc  room  and  7  were  in  institution  at  the  enrl 
of  the  year. 

78  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  at  the  Ashton  Labora¬ 
tory  during  the  year.  Of  these,  15  were  positive  and  03  were 
negative.
